Each of the boxes shown above are generating data about the individual who committed 

the crime.  For the most part all this data resides in isolated silos.

Better information would provide a powerful tool to 

stakeholders and researchers to better understand where the system is less optimized, and 

therefore provide ideas and solutions with the objective of helping each individual 

participant in the justice system to have the best outcome possible.
